WASHINGTON I U.S. officials have obtained 
new intelligence deemed highly credible 
indicating al Qaeda or other terrorists are 
in the United States and preparing to launch 
a major attack this summer, The Associated 
Press has learned. 

The intelligence does not include a time, 
place or method of attack but is among the 
most disturbing received by the government 
since the attacks of Sept. 11, 2001, according to 
a senior federal counterterrorism official who 
spoke on condition of anonymity Tuesday. 

Of most concern, the official said, is that 


terrorists may possess and use a chemical, 
biological or radiological weapon that could 
cause much more damage and casualties than 
a conventional bomb. 

The official declined to provide any spe- 
cifics about the sources of the information 
but said there was an unusually high level 
of corroboration. 

Despite that, the official said there was 
no immediate plan to raise the nation’s ter- 
rorism threat level from yellow, or elevated, 
to orange, or high. Attorney General John 
Ashcroft and FBI Director Robert Mueller 


plan a news conference 
Wednesday to outline 
an intensive effort by law 
enforcement, intelligence 
and homeland security 
officials to detect and dis- 
rupt any potential plots.

Bush Seeks to Rally Support on Iraq 


President confers with 
world leaders on U.S. 
plan for transition 

WASHINGTON I President George 
W. Bush sought on Tuesday to rally 
international support for the trans- 
fer of power in Iraq, saying that even 
European leaders who opposed the 
war now “share the same goal” of a 
budding democracy. 

After a major speech on Iraq, 
Bush spoke by phone Tuesday with 
French President Jacques Chirac, 
who has been one of the fiercest 
critics of U.S. policy there. 

“What President Chirac and 
others have said is they want to 
make sure that the transfer of sov- 
ereignty to the interim government 
is a real transfer and that’s what 
we want,” Bush said in the Oval 


Office, where he met with Iraqi 
men whose right hands were cut 
off by deposed President Saddam 
Hussein’s regime. 

“We want there to be a complete 
and real transfer of sovereignty so 
that the Iraqi citizens realize the fate 
of their country is now their respon- 
sibility,” the president said. 

“I had a great conversation with 
President Chirac,” Bush said. “We 
share the same goal: a free and sta- 
ble and peaceful Iraq.” 

Secretary of State Colin Powell, 
at a news conference Tuesday, said 
other governments had not raised 
objections to the U.N. resolution on 
the June 30 handover of power in 
Iraq proposed by the United States 
and Britain. 

But, Powell said, “I expect 
they will be suggesting changes.”

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Boston Parishes to Close 


Troubled archdiocese 
to shutter 65 churches 
by the end of the year 

BOSTON I The Boston Archdiocese 
will lose 65 of its 357 parishes, a 
massive restructuring brought on 
partly by the clergy sex- abuse scan- 
dal that aggravated already shrink- 
ing Mass attendance and weekly 
collections. 

Archbishop Sean O’Malley 
announced the parish closings 
Tuesday, completing a process 
that began in December when he 
said the Roman Catholic archdio- 
cese would be forced to undergo a 
major downsizing. 

He said the reduction was need- 
ed because of declining Mass atten- 
dance, a shortage of priests and the 


inability of the archdiocese to sup- 
port struggling parishes in the midst 
of a financial downturn caused in 
part by the abuse crisis. 

The announcement was dreaded 
by parishioners and pastors, who 
received word about the fate of their 
churches in letters from O’Malley 
delivered Tuesday morning. 

The parishes will not close 
immediately but will gradually shut- 
ter through the end of the year. 

Seventy parishes in all will be 
affected by the downsizing, but 
five new parishes are being creat- 
ed through mergers. Another five 
churches will remain open as wor- 
ship sites, though they’ll be main- 
tained by neighboring parishes and 
their membership will be merged 
with those existing congregations, 
O’Malley said, demise lavoie (ap)

Judge Kicked Off Bench for Drinking 


NEW ORLEANS I A judge was kicked 
off the bench Tuesday for flagrant 
and repeated drunkenness while 
on it.

Hearing in 
9/11 Probe 
Delayed 

WASHINGTON! The Sept. 11 commis- 
sion’s next hearing is being delayed 
a week because of scheduling prob- 
lems with some witnesses, the pan- 
el’s spokesman said Tuesday. 

The hearing in Washington on 
“national crisis management” had 
been planned for June 8-9 but now 
will be held June 16 -17. 

“We have some issues with 
some of our people, but it’s not a 
major item,” said spokesman A1 
Felzenberg. Because Congress is 
in session in early June, the com- 
mission’s usual hearing room in a 
Senate building wasn’t available, so 
staff had to find a suitable location 
elsewhere, he said. 

The hearing is expected to 
delve into how quickly the Federal 
Aviation Administration notified 
U.S. air defenses about hijacked 
planes on the day of the 2001 
attacks. Officials of the FA A and 
the North American Aerospace 
Defense Command, or NORAD, 
are scheduled to testify.

Aspirin May Cut Breast Cancer Risk 


C H I C AG 0 I Aspirin, the wonder drug 
that can help prevent heart attacks 
and strokes, also appears to reduce 
women’s chances of developing the 
most common type of breast can- 
cer, a study found. 

The authors of the study said 
that the findings are tantalizing 
but that more research is needed 
before doctors can recommend 
that women take aspirin to ward 
off breast cancer. 

The study appears in 
Wednesday’s Journal of the 


American Medical Association 
and was led by researcher Mary 
Beth Terry and Dr. Alfred Neugut 
of Columbia University. 

Previous studies reached con- 
flicting conclusions on whether 
there is a link between aspirin and 
breast cancer. The reduced risk was 
found for tumors whose growth is 
fueled by the sex hormones estrogen 
or progesterone. About 70 percent 
of women who develop breast can- 
cer have this type of cancer, called 
hormone receptor-positive. 


Women in the study who used 
aspirin at least four times a week for 
at least three months were almost 
30 percent less likely to develop 
hormone-fueled breast cancer than 
women who used no aspirin. 

Researchers suspect aspirin 
works by interfering with the body’s 
production of estrogen. Similar 
studies have suggested that aspi- 
rin might reduce the risks of devel- 
oping other kinds of cancer, includ- 
ing cancer of the pancreas and of 
the ovaries, lindsey tanner (ap)

U.S., militiamen 
trade blame over 2nd 
hit on shrine in Najaf 

NAJAF, IRAQ I Iraq’s most sacred 
Shiite shrine was slightly damaged 
and at least 13 Iraqis were killed in 
fighting Tuesday between American 
forces and militiamen loyal to a rad- 
ical cleric. The U.S. military blamed 
Shiite militants for the damage. 

It was the second time the Imam 
Ali shrine has been hit in the past 
two weeks of fighting. On May 14, 
machine-gun fire struck the golden 
dome, leaving four small holes and 
each side blaming the other. 

Imam Ali Ibn Abu Talib was 
the Prophet Muhammad’s cousin 
and son-in-law and he is the most 
revered saint among Shiites. 

After fighting in Najaf eased, 
crowds loyal to radical cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr gathered at the 
shrine to look at the damage. The 
inner gate of the shrine, leading into 
the tomb of Imam Ali, appeared to 
have been hit by a projectile. 

A veil covering the gate was 
ripped apart, and parts of the wall 
were damaged. Bits of mortar and 
parts of a projectile were scattered 


on the courtyard floor. Supporters 
of al-Sadr accused the Americans of 
firing mortars at the shrine. 

Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt denied 
that U.S. forces shelled the shrine. 
U.S. officials say they have been 
careful to avoid damaging the 
shrines and have accused al-Sadr 
of using holy places to store weap- 
ons and seek sanc- 
tuary. 

Meanwhile, the 
Kuwaiti represen- 
tative of Iraq’s most 
powerful Shiite cler- 
al -Sad r ic. Grand Ayatollah 
Ali al-Husseini al- 
Sistani, accused al- Sadr’s militia of 
attacking the shrine “to agitate world 
opinion against the coalition.” 

Al-Sistani, who is more pop- 
ular among Iraq’s Shiite major- 
ity, has long shunned the younger 
cleric. Al-Sadr launched his upris- 
ing after the Americans began to 
crack down on him, first closing his 
newspaper, then issuing an arrest 
warrant charging him in the mur- 
der of a moderate cleric, (ap)

Mixed Reaction to U.S. Plan for Iraq 

France, Russia concerned about U.N. resolution 


PARIS I The United States and 
Britain on Tuesday won praise for 
their blueprint for post- occupa- 
tion Iraqi — but few if any coun- 
tries offered to send troops to help 
ease the burden on the U.S. -led 
international force. 

War opponents like Germany 
and China praised the UN. draft 
resolution submitted by Washington 
on Monday as a positive step toward 
giving Iraqis power to run their own 
government. “I think it is a very good 
foundation on which we will seek 
consensus and I believe we can also 
reach it,” German Foreign Minister 
Joschka Fischer said. 

But France and Russia, which 
have all-important veto power on 
the UN. Security Council, expressed 


reservations, with French leaders 
complaining the measure may not 
go far enough in handing future 
Iraqi leaders real authority. 

France also repeated its staunch 
refusal to ever send in soldiers. 
“This is out of the question today 
and tomorrow,” Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Herve Ladsous said. 

Pakistan said it might contribute 
troops — but it would limit them to 
a special force tasked with protect- 
ing U.N. facilities, officials said. 

Still, it was the first sign that the 
draft resolution might bring some 
new troops for the harried U.S.-led 
international force in Iraq, (ap)

WASHINGTON | Comprehensive test- 
ing has confirmed the presence of 
the chemical weapon sarin in the 
remains of a roadside bomb discov- 
ered this month in Baghdad, gov- 
ernment officials said Tuesday. 

The determination, made by a 
laboratory in the United States that 
officials would not identify, verifies 
results from less-thorough field tests, 
the two officials said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

No one was injured in the shell’s 
initial detonation on May 15, but two 
U.S. soldiers who removed the round 
had symptoms of low-level nerve 
agent exposure, officials said. 

The shell’s origin remains un- 
clear, a defense official said, (ap)

Floods Kill 363 in Hispaniola 


Rescue workers search 
for survivors in Haiti, 
Dominican Republic 

JIMANI, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC I 
Villagers tore through heaps 
of mud with their bare hands 
Tuesday, searching for loved ones 
as the death toll from flooding in 
the Dominican Republic and Haiti 
rose to at least 363. 

An AP reporter counted at least 
180 bodies on the Dominican side of 
Hispaniola island by Tuesday after- 
noon. Another 100 or so had been 
dumped in a mass grave, said Lt. 
Virgilio Mejia with the Dominican 
National Rescue Commission. There 


were 83 confirmed deaths on the 
Haitian side. 

More than 250 people were 
unaccounted for in the Dominican 
Republic and 62 were reportedly 
missing in Haiti, mostly in the town 
of Fond Verrette, near Jimani. 

Rain has pelted the island for 
weeks, but a downpour Monday 
caused the Solie River to burst its 
banks, sweeping away the three 
neighborhoods of wooden shacks. 

U.S. Marines, who are leading a 
3,600 -member multinational task 
force sent to stabilize Haiti after the 
ouster of President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide on Feb. 29, were heading 
to Fond Verrette to look for victims 
and help in emergency work, (ap)

U.S. Aid Flown to Stricken Sudan Area 


WASHINGTON I The United States 
airlifted 20,000 blankets Tuesday 
to the stricken Darfur province of 
Sudan but said assistance flows are 
restricted by fighting in the area. 

The U.S. Agencyfor International 
Development said the flight was the 
fifth humanitarian delivery to arrive 
in Darfur over the past week. The 
first four contained enough plas- 
tic sheeting to provide shelter for 


nearly 160,000 people. 

State Department spokesman 
Richard Boucher said attacks against 
Darfur’s black Africans by Arab 
militias have been at a high level 
recently. Since the fighting erupt- 
ed in 2003, more than 800,000 
people have been uprooted. 

Boucher said a U.S. disaster assis- 
tance team is to arrive in Darfur this 
week to assess humanitarian work. 


U.S. officials have been pressing the 
Sudanese government for weeks to 
provide access. President Omar el- 
Bashir’s government denies sugges- 
tions of government human rights 
abuses in Darfur. 

Meanwhile, as the crisis persists 
in Darfur, the Sudanese government 
and a southern-based rebel move- 
ment appear prepared to end their 
21 -year war. A peace agreement is 
expected to be signed Wednesday 
in Kenya, george gedda (ap)

WASHINGTON I Moving and car- 
ing for huge crowds of aging vet- 
erans is expected to present epic 
challenges during this weekend’s 
dedication of the National World 
War II Memorial. 

The ceremonies are expected to 
bring more than 150,000 people into 
the District of Columbia, and many 
are expected to have health concerns.

“We are prepared for a mass 


casualty situation,” said Alan 
Etter, a spokesman for the D.C. Fire 
and Emergency Medical Services 
Department. 

Based on the demographics of 
the crowd, weather conditions and 
walking distances, emergency work- 
ers are prepared to deal with heat 
exhaustion cases and cardiac epi- 
sodes, Etter said. 

From Friday evening through 
early Monday, several streets in the 
vicinity of the new memorial will be 
closed to unauthorized traffic.

Grasso Vows to Fight Suit 


N E w YO R K I Former New York Stock 
Exchange chief Richard A. Grasso 
was undaunted by the state attor- 
ney general’s lawsuit over his $187.5 
million compensation package, 
promising Tuesday to countersue 
the exchange and its interim chair- 
man for unpaid portions of his pay 
package as well as for “besmirch- 
ing” his name. 

In an op-ed piece in The Wall 
Street Journal, the former chairman 
and chief executive of the exchange 
said any damages awarded in his 
countersuit would be donated to 
charity. Grasso will also seek dam- 
ages from the NYSE and interim 
chairman John Reed for “the [media] 
leaks orchestrated by Mr. Reed.” 

“I will derive considerable plea- 


sure knowing that some public good 
ultimately resulted because of the 
immoral and dishonest behavior 
of those who forced my departure 
and besmirched my name,” Grasso 
wrote in the Journal. 

Spitzer filed 
suit Monday 
against Grasso, 
the exchange, 
and former direc- 
tor Kenneth G. 
Langone, who head- 
ed the NYSE’s com- 
pensation committee when Grasso 
received his biggest payouts. Spitzer 
is seeking the return of at least $100 
million from Grasso, and another 
$18 million from Langone — the 
amount Langone is accused of hid- 


ing from the rest of the board of 
directors on behalf of Grasso. 

Grasso resigned in September, 
one month after the board approved 
his compensation package. The 
NYSE has demanded he return 
$120 million. He previously said 
he would forgo the $48 million yet 
to be paid if he received an apology, 
but said Tuesday he will seek that 
amount in damages in court. 

Both sides are firmly entrenched 
and unlikely to budge in the short 
term. Spitzer said that while he is 
open to a settlement, the amount 
would have to be very close to the 
damages he would seek in court. 
For now, Grasso’s countersuit indi- 
cates his unwillingness to settle.

Recliner Giant Fights Decline 

La-Z-Boy adds style to its comfortable catalog 


MONROE, MICH. I For many peo- 
ple, the name La-Z-Boy says it 
all: comfy but clunky easy chairs 
designed for lazing about, not for 
making a fashion statement. 

The 77-year-old furniture maker 
is trying to free itself from that 
image.

His ‘Home Alone’ days 
over, Macaulay Culkin 
slides back onscreen 

FILM I Macaulay Culkin is a nor- 
mal, well-adjusted 23 -year- old 
guy. Really. 

“Contrary to popular belief, I’ve 
never been to rehab,” Culkin said. 
“What else haven’t I done? I’ve never 
been to jail, never been arrested. All 
the child-star cliches. I’ve actually 
tried very hard to avoid them all.” 

A remarkable feat for one of the 
richest, most famous child stars in 
Hollywood history, who endured 
a nasty custody battle between 
his parents, quit acting at 14, got 
married at 17, divorced at 19 — and 
struck up a friendship with Michael 
Jackson along the way. 

Culkin is easing back into the 
public eye with a supporting role 
as a cynical, paraplegic student at 
a Christian high school in “Saved,” 
a caustic but warmhearted comedy 
about faith and intolerance. 

Culkin actually went to high 
school during his much- dissect- 
ed hiatus from acting. Along with 
“Saved!” costar Jena Malone, he 
attended the Professional Children’s 
School in New York. 

During this time, one of the more 
bizarre episodes in Culkin’s life 
occurred: his marriage to actress

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Dick Clark’s paradise 
for bobbysoxers gets 
a reality-TV facelift 

TELEVISION! “American Bandstand” 
is coming back with a new twist, 
courtesy of the producer of 
“American Idol.” 

A revamped version, from orig- 
inal producer-host Dick Clark and 
“American Idol” creator Simon 
Fuller, will turn the show’s trademark 
dancing into a regular competition. 

In the original, 19 50s -era show, 
studio audience members who did 
the twist, the swim and other hot 
dances were aiming to impress the 
audience. Fuller said Monday. 

“We’re going to have a lot more 
fun in that area. The public will be 
involved in choosing which of the 
kids is the coolest, the most gor- 
geous, the best dancer,” he said. 

He knows more than a bit about 
contests: “American Idol,” which 
wraps its third season Wednesday 
with a showdown between Fantasia 


Barrino and Diana DeGarmo, is a 
hit for Fox and has produced fledg- 
ling recording stars such as Clay 
Aiken and Ruben Studdard. 


Clark said he’s eager to see the 
program return, whether or not it 
becomes the pop culture force it 
once was. 


Can the resurrected show 
work today? “If you think about it, 
American Bandstand’ was proba- 
bly the original reality show. And to 


bring it back in the throes of excite- 
ment about reality isn’t a bad idea,” 
he said. 

The original show had occasional 
dance contests, Clark noted, with 
the prizes gradually increasing in 
value from records to juke boxes 
to cars. 

On the new “American 
Bandstand,” performances by pop 
stars and the old show’s “rate-a- 
record” segments will remain in 
the mix. Fuller said. 

“American Bandstand” was one 
of network television’s longest-run- 
ning series as part of ABC’s daytime 
lineup from 1957 to 1987. It later 
ran for a year in syndication and 
briefly on the USA Network with 
another host. 

Clark will be a producer but 
won’t return as on-air steward 
of the new “Bandstand,” which is 
scheduled to debut in summer 
2005, most likely on a network and 
definitely in prime-time. Fuller 
said. 

A search for a replacement host is 
under way and Fuller hinted at more 
than one opening: Although the 
show will be largely Los Angeles - 
based, it will break away to other 
cities, such as Miami, to sample the

Her leadoff single 
“Get Up” roused many a cubicle 
rat from a blissful slumber. “Sleep 
ain’t gonna pay the rent,” she sang. 
Though she wasn’t a vocal thorough- 


bred, she still packed a well-refined 
punch. 

With her new album, Bravebird, 
Larrieux trades in mood music for 
your undivided attention. She lays 
down some otherworldly love 
songs, but she also attacks social 
ills — female mutilation and Third 
World debt — with her trademark 
seraphic vocals. Even the song about

ALLEN MUCHNICK, president of the 
Virginia Bicycling Federation, was online 
Tuesday to discuss safety and policies 
affecting cyclists in the metro area. 


Metro talks a great game about 
encouraging people to bike, but 
they consistently install bike racks 
in the most unfriendly locations. 
Does your organization do any 
work with Metro on our behalf? 

Metro’s poor siting and selection 
of bike racks has long been a prob- 
lem. The Washington Area Bicyclist 
Association has worked to improve 
bicycle access to Metrorail ever 
since Metro began operating, and 
will continue to do so. Bike park- 
ing at many Metro stations should 
be improved considerably. 

I just bought my first road bike. 
What’s a good trail for beginners? 

Try the Capital Crescent Trail 
between Georgetown and Bethesda, 
Md. 

I’ve noticed that Virginia roads are 
mostly narrow with two lanes and 
no shoulder, while Maryland makes 
a shoulder and even paves it. Is 
there any hope that the Virginia 
Department of Transportation will 
ever build the roads better? 

VDOT has had a policy of build- 
ing paved shoulders on rural-sec- 
tion roads (no curb and gutter) since 
1993, but few such roads are built in 
urbanized areas. In March, VDOT 
adopted a new bicycle and pedes- 
trian policy that calls for provid- 
ing appropriate bicycling accom- 
modations in all new highway 
construction. 

When riding in the street, what are 
a bicyclist’s responsibilities toward 
car traffic, and vice versa? 

Bicyclists have all the gener- 
al rights and duties of drivers of 
vehicles. Motorists should respect 
bicyclists as part of traffic.
